Applicant argument filed on December 20, 2004 is fully considered, but it 
doesn't place the application in condition for allowance. 

Applicant argues that the passage relied upon in Kikinis reference (col. 6, 
lines 27-46) do not provide "a relay for switching connection between telephone 
lines" as in claim 13. Examiner like to clarify that in the passage relied upon in 
Kikinis, it is recited that "softphone" is enabled to do outbound dialing for both 
telephone 33 and data line 129. Thus it is clear that the home agent station is 
capable of forwarding traffic on both lines 127 and 129 (which can be POT lines 
or B channels of an ISDN connection, see column 5, lines 22-27) . Examiner 
interpreted the ability of the home agent of forwarding traffic to both lines as 
being the claimed function of switching between phone lines. Applicant also 
pointed out that switching between first and second pair of lines in the same 
analogue telephone line is not disclosed. Examiner respectfully notes that such 
limitation is not in claim 13,
